Introductions: There was a round of introductions for members and guests.

SSARC will participate and provide stations operating under a Special Event 
callsign WES. Bll is coordinating our plan to set up four stations and operate on 20 and 40 
Meter SSB, and 40M CW. There will also be a station setup for satelite communication, In 
addition, Mike Hasentratz, WABFXT, will operate with a remote link to his home HF station.

Program: Jim Veronica introduced our speaker for tonight, John Kitchens, NS8X, who is 
running for ARRL Section Manager of the Santa Barbara Section. The election wil be held in 
February 2018, John was firs licensed as WNBLYJ while in high school in 1965. John gave a 
slide presentation about the history and actives of the ARRL. He described the many 
services that ARRL provides, such as: Publications (QST, books, etc), Representation forthe 
interests of Amateur Radio in the U.S. and intemationally, Educational programs and Support 
for emergency communications. The ARRL also promotes operating events such as 
contesting, Field Day. the recent NPOTA (National Parks on the Air) and in 2018, there will be a 
Grid Square Collecting activity using LOTW. John made a connection the “ARRL.org’ web site 
and gave suggestions for making navigation ofthe site easier, and said there are plans to 
improve the wabsite. The ARRL also puts out a weekly *ARRL Letter” and DX news and 
information by email. Regarding licensing, John mentioned that the ARRL is considering 
changes that would enhance privileges of the entry-level ham license.
